WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The Acting 


Secretary of the Interior to-day sent to 
Congress all tho papers—except such as 
"should be held for purposes of justice" 
called for by the resolution of Senator 
Stewart, asking upon what authority 
and information the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office based his asser- 
tion that the amendment intiodnoed by 
the Senator waa in the interest of min- 
ing corporations and against the inter- 
est of the settler. 
In one communica- 


tion the Commissioner says no suits 
have been recommended in Nevada ex- 
cept against the powerful and wealthy 
corporations, and these have been based 
not upon informer's testimony but upon 
tho reports of special agents of the De- 
partment. He characterizes as ground* 
less the complaint that special agents 
act as spies upon the people of Nevada, 
and says that no special agents were in 
Nevada for several years until they were 
sent there to investigate the facts in 
oases of offers of compromise received 
from mining companies for unlawful 
cutting of timber and indorsed by Sena- 
tor Stewart. He reiterates his state- 
ment that the proposed amendment 
would be unjust to the settler, and 
quotes from the report made by a special 
agent of the Department to show that it 
is by smelling works, and men who 
burn charcoal for a iiving, who are en- 
gaged in this wholesale timber cutting, 
and that the miners proper are bitterly 
opposed to it.

PLATFORM AND RESOLUTIONS 


The Kej.ubllcans of the State of Nevada In 


convention assembled again express their loy 
nlty to the principles ot the Republican party, 
which have made the country so great and pros- 
perous during the last quarter of a century.
